DOERS OF 
THE WORD 


Those That Love The 
Word Practice Its 
Commandments 


H. N. Scoggins 

Be ye doers ef the Word and not 
hearers only, deceiving your Own- 
selves. Jas. 1:22. We very often hear 
people accuse some one of being re- 
sponsible for their downfall, but we 
see by the above text that if we are 
hearers of the Word and not doers 
we are deceivers of our own-selves. 
And I cannot think of anything more 
horrible than to come before the 
judgement of God and find out that 
we have been deceived. And we are 
certainly going to be deceived if we 
fail to ve aocrs Of the Word. In 
going the Word we find it does not 
consist of doing one thing or ten 
things only, but in doing many dif- 
ferent things. And among the many 
things we are to do, one is tithing and 
giving for the support of the ministry. 
While there are other things in the 
church that must be taken care of by 
giving, 1 wish to dwell for a little 
while on the support of the ministry. 
We find many in the church who do 
not tithe, but should you speak to 
them about the support of the minis- 
ters they will say they believe they 
should be supported, but they think 
it all right to give any amount you 
wish any way you wish to give it. 

Now, Paul says in 1 Cor. 9:14, Even 
so hath the Lord ordained that they 
which preach the Gospel should live 
of the Gospel. Now, notice he says‘it 
is ordained of the LORD, not of man, 
that they that preach the Gospel 
should live of the Gospel. Now to or- 
dain means to institute or establish. 
So according to the above text God 
has instituted or established a plan 
to take care of those who preach. the 
Gospel. And I have never been able 
to find any plan in the Bible that God 
has instituted or even indorsed, other 
than the tithing system. I am 
sure that everyone will admit that no 
system could be worked out that 
would be nearer a perfect plan, and 
that would come nearer placing all 
on equality. Some say tithing was 
under the Law, but we find it was in- 
stituted and practised 430 years be- 
fore the law was given, but because 
God was pleased with it, it was in- 
serted in the law and the people were 
compelled to practice it. Then when 
we come over in the Gospel dispensa- 
tion we find that Jesus indorses it, 
and Paul refers to what the law says 
in speaking of the support. of the 
ministry in the 9th chapter of first 
Corinthians. Paul says, “For it is 
written in the law of Moses, “Thou 
shalt muzzle the mouth of the ox that 
treadeth out the corn.” Doth God 
take care of the ox? No, God and 
everyone else expects you to take the 
muzzle off that ox and feed him, and 
if you did not feed him the law would 
get you. In the same chapter Paul 
says again, “Have we not power to 
lead about a sister, a wife, aS well as 
the other apostles.” Lots of times a 
church will hear a certain man 
preach and they would like to have 
him for a pastor but when they find 
out that he has a wife and several 
children they say, we cannot take care 
of him. I wish to state right here. that 
if every member of the Church would 
pay their tithes all of our ministers 
could be supported. It is true that 
some churches are small in member- 
ship, but there are very few but what 
two churches could support a minis- 
ter if they would do their duty. Paul 
says again, “Who goeth a warfare at 
any time at his own charges? who 
planteth a vineyard, and eateth not 
of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth 
a flock, and eateth not of the milk 
of the flock?” If a man has a vine- 
yard or orchard and it fails to pro- 
duce fruit he soon cuts it down, and 
plants something that will produce. 
If he has cows that do not give milk 
he soon gets rid of them and gets 
some that are profitable. Churches 
that fail to support their pastors are 
never productive in any other way. It 
would not be worthwhile to argue this 
question as they speak for themselves. 
Tithing is God’s plan for the minis- 
try and if we fail in this we lack 
that much being doers of the Word

‘“T the Lord thy God am 


a jealous God” Ex. 20:5

God will not transfer to another 
the honor that is due Himself, nor 
tolerate the worship of another god, 
but He directs His wrath against 
those who hate Him. When speaking 
of the jealousy of God, we are to 
understand this language to be em- 
ployed to illustrate, rather than rep 
resent, the emotion of the Divine 
Mind. God was jealous of His people 
when they set up images to Baal and 
Asherah. He could not tolerate the 
rival of the heathen god. 

Jealousy is so associated with evil 
that we hesitate to attribute it to God. 
We should never have ventured to 
think of God as a jealous God with- 
out the authority of the Holy Scrip- 
ture. Jealous nature in a man or wo 
man is not one that commendeth our 
admiration. We do not despise it as 
we do a mean nature, but we certain- 
ly do not admire it, and all our as- 
sociation with the world, gathering 
from the experience of life, creates in 
us an instinct of recoil from attribut- 
ing jealousy to God. 

Jealousy is the absorbing passion 
as it is the ruin of thousands. In it 
thousands become blind and mad and 
and it ends by murder of the one 
whom they love and worship. Envy 
is the vilest of passions. It distorts 
everything, blinds the vision, and - 
the mother of profound unhappiness. 
That is why we naturally shrink 
from attributing the passion of jeal- 
ousy to God, nor is the Bible to which 
we owe the thought, ignorant of that 
dark side of jealousy. There is Cain, 
for instance, on the verge of his his- 
tory, madly jealous of his brother 
Abel. There is Saul, who when vey 
woman cried in the.day of victory, 
“Saul has slain his thousands and 
David his tens of thousands’, was 
turned to bitterness. He who could 
fight like a lion in battle could nat 
tolerate his rival’s eminence. It was 
the gall of wormwood to his spirit 
that David should have precedence 7 
praise. Saul missed that crowning 
touch of our Lord.

intellect as well as the heart; to am- 
bition as well as to affections; to re- 
lations where 10ove is never thought 
of. One may be envious of another, 
but in our commen speech we do not 
say that a husband is envious of his 
wife. We say a husband is jealous of 
his wife, because marriage is a rela- 
tionship of love. That is why we 
speak of Cain as jealous, because he 
and Abel once loved each other. That 
is why we speak of Saul as jealous, 
because his heart had been knit to 
that of David, and even when the dis- 
ciples forbade the man, they were not 
envious of rtval power, they were 
jealous because they loved their Lord. 

We may be envious of other people 
although it has never been our 
thought to love them. An indifferent 
wife cannot be jealous. She only be- 
comes jealous when she loves, and so 
is human life. Jealousy is one side of 
love though often a very dark and 
tragic side. It is along such lines that 
we begin to fathom the possibility of 
jealousy in God, for the God of the 
Bible in His essential nature is re- 
vealed to us as love. As that love 
flows out upon humanity in an _ in- 
finite and everlasting mercy, it, as it 
is deep and mighty, can scarcely lack 
the attribute of jealousy, nor is it any 
spirituai peril in thus attributing jeal- 
ousy to God, for it is God alone who 
holds the right to the undivided devo- 
tion of the creature. That is where 
human jealousy is evil: That is the 
source of all its bitter tragedy. It is 
the passionate claim of one poor hu- 
man creature to the undivided devo- 
tion of another. However noble such a 
claim may be, as witnessed the fervor 
of affections, it is always selfish and 
forever wrong. No human heart is 
large and deep enough to entirely ab- 
sorb another heart. We are finite 
creatures at our highest, and so our 
jealousy tends to become sinful be- 
cause it is the exertion of a claim that 
is improper to the infinity of God, for 
only God can satisfy the heart. Only 
He has the full right to say in the 
highest spiritual interest of His chil- 
dren, “My son, give me thine heart.” 
The love of God is a love that cannot 
tolerate a rival, but the jealousy of 
a man grows dark and terrible be- 
cause it makes a claim that is impos- 
sible. The jealousy of God makes it 
right. It is the Bible and the Bible 
only that has convinced the world 
that God is love, and it is the very 
depth and splendor of that love sent 
in the gift of the Lord Jesus Christ 
which has given us the jealousy of 
God. I want you to note again that the 
Same attitude is very evident in our 
Lord Himself. It is something that 
we are apt to overlook. 

As we recall how Jesus worked in 
mercy, we lift up our hearts, assur- 
ed that God is merciful. As we remem- 
ber His compassion for the fallen, 
we are filied with the certainty that 
God is love. As I study over this sub- 
ject, and think of the many little un- 
pleasant things that have occurred in 
this Christian warfare, I attribute it 
to envy in place of jealousy. As we 
have said, envy is the meaner word. 
To become envious will place one on 
the side of evil. I have noticed that 
many friends have been separated in 
their life work for the Master and 
possibly for life, when a little envy 
would come up. We have often heard

As Time rolls His cease- 
less Course, Let Us 
Awaken to the Call

“And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep: for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. The night is 
fav spent, the day is at hand; let us 
lue..rore cast off the works of dark- 
D.ss, and let us put on the armour 
of light.” Rom 13:11,12. The ‘Old Year’ 
with its toil and care passes out and 2 
‘new one’ of like nature enters in; 
and so the train of time with its load 
ot almost six thousand reaking, rock- 
ing, jostling, knocking, care-worn cars 
speed on to its destination. Soon the 
epochal point will be reached and the 
‘New Era’ that promises rest and 
peace to a weary, war-torn world will 
unfold. Truly time is making its cycle, 
turning the old years fraught with 
turmoil and confusion into new ones 
with no smaller amount of chaos and 
perplexity; and thus the strain of 
years beats heavy upon the human 
family and takes a heavy toll each 
passing day. 

Men who have the interest of the 
human family at heart and make a 
study of the existing condition of the 
world, and can visualize the approach- 
ing catastrophe, are so overwhelmed 
with responsibility and care for the 
welfare of their fellowmen that they 
s00n give down under the straia of 
years and pass trom the stage of 
action at an early age and when it 
seems that they could be most use- 
ful in life. Others who are intellect- 
ually able to behold the things that 
are coming upon the world, and do 
not have hope in Christ’s second ad- 
vent, are filled with fear and soon 
succumb to nervous diseases and 
heart failure; and so it is, that man, 
by the time he acquires enough 
knowledge to become useful in life 
he passes on to his reward. In an- 
Swer to questions concerning the sign 
of His coming and of the end of the 
age, Jesus said that men’s hearts 
would fail them for fear, and looking 
after those things which are coming 
upon the world. (See Luke 21: 25-28). 





This makes it very clear that the 
physical weakness of the human 
family is caused by the strenuous 


problems and perplexities that it en- 
counters as tne fleeting years go pass- 
ing by and time conditions the bring- 
ing in of a New Era. 

Tu the Bible student, and those who 
look for the second coming of Jesus: 
the physical condition of the human 
family, with the average life being 
only about forty-five years, when the 
Bible allotment jis seventy years,—is 
not alarming, but is only the break- 
ing of a new day, and is a sign of the 
glorious event that all creation is 
sroaning for. We furthermore notice 
that in answer to the question about’ 
the sign of the end of the age, Jesus 
also said, ‘There shall be signs in 
the sun and in the moon, and in the 
Stars; and upon the earth distress 
of nations, with perplexity; the sea 
and the waves roaring. This clearly 
shows us that the distress and per- 
plexity that the years roll in upon the 
human family, is the sign of a glo- 
rious event, therefore it should not be 
appalling, but to the opposite should 
be regarded as a fore-runner of some- 
thing better. Astronomers tell us that 
new, marvelous signs are continually 
appearing in the heavens, New stars 
are visible by the aid of the power- 
ful telescope and new movements and 
maneuverings in the heavenly bodies 
are being studied by the astronomers.
